The  Chattanooga  Order  Minimum  uniform  producer  price  is  $4-94  per  cut.  f.o.b. 
pool  plants  for  milk  containing  4.0$  butterf at . The  producer  butterfat  differential 
is  8.0  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  4.0  percent. 

During  October  90-1 $ of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $5*14 
per  cwt . with  a butterfat  differential  of  8.2  cents  and  9-9$  was  priced  in  Class  II 
at  $3-59  Per  cwt.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  7-2  cents.  The  percent  of  pro- 
ducer skim  and  butterfat  priced  in  Class  I was  90-7$  and  77-0$  respectively. 

The  daily  average  delivery  of  producer  milk  during  October  decreased  5-4$ 
compared  with  September  and  increased  5-0$  compared  with  October  1958.  The  daily 
average  use  of  Class  I milk  decreased  1-7$  compared  with  September  and  increased 
4.4$  compared  with  October  1958. 

During  October  handlers  received  a daily  average  of  415.,  133  pounds  of  producer 
milk  from  722  producers  as  compared  with  395.,  523  pounds  of  producer  milk  from  777 
producers  during  October  1958-  Milk  delivered  from  farm  bulk  tank  producers  during 
October  was  31-6, 397  pounds  daily  or  76-2 $ of  total  producer  milk  as  compared  with 
October  1958  bulk  milk  which  was  187,624  pounds  daily  or  47-4 $ of  total  producer 
deliveries .

Producers  are  reminded  that  under  the  Order  a New  Base  is  established  each  year. 
The  daily  base  of  each  producer  will  be  computed  by  the  office  of  the  Market  Admin- 
istrator by  dividing  the  total  pounds  of  milk  received  by  all  pool  plants  from  such 
producer  during  the  months  of  September  through  January  by  the  number  of  days  from 
the  first  day  milk  is  received  from  such  producer  during  said  months  to  the  last 
day  of  January,  inclusive,  but  not  less  than  120  days.  Under  the  Order,  the  base 
established  by  the  producer  is  used  in  calculating  the  uniform  prices  to  be  paid 
for  base  and  excess  milk  deliveries  during  the  following  months  of  March  through 
July.  Producers  (particularly  partnerships)  are  urged  to  see  that  their  names  are 
correctly  listed  with  the  handler  receiving  their  milk.  A BASE  WILL  NOT  BE  TRANS-
